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BIG FOOD CROPS EVERYWHERE 
~ * ^i^Hjfuted States department of #orrW»Utu¡5* 
publishes a cheering statement regarding the con­ 
dition of the world's food crops. This condition is 
so favorable, We learn from the department’s s.ur- 
vey that the United States will be called upon to 
contribute less in the way Of charity and relief this 
year than for a long time past, especially inpthe 
way of food. > 
Here is ú summary of the department’s report 
as made by the New Orleans Times-Picayune. 
The situation in France, says the department 
of agriculture is splendid everywhere with all the 
crops p&mising abundantly, is good in Sweden, 
highly satisfactory in Denmark, in good shape in 
Germany is much advanced in the United King­ 
dom ; is excellent in Rumania; is immensely bene­ 
fited in Italy. Similar and equally favorable re­ 
ports come from South America, Australia and 
( anada; In all of which countries the farm work 
is being conducted under the most encouraging 
and auspicious conditions. The only land sending 
in unfavorable reports is Russia—and even there 
the unfavorable report ¡j are not made as to craps 
or weather but as to the people themselves. They 
deal with the demobilization in the industrial dis­ 
tricts and the face that the peasants, having be­ 
come discouraged And apathetic are not devoting 
time and energy to agriculture, with the natural 
result of a probable decrease in their crops. The 
Russia trouble is not over the crops or the weather 
but over the people themselves, due to thé bad 
influence of Bolshevism. 
• The season, as in the United States has been 
exceptionally early, so that the harvests will come 
earlier than usual, escaping the possible damage 
from frost and freeze. 
In fine, the world -out— 
look is for far .better crops than for years has 
been expected to make good all deficiencies else­ 
where. When a relief fifnd was recently started 
in one of the European éoífhtries, there were very 
small contributions froni among the better classes 
of that country on the ground that any lack of 
subscriptions that might be developed would be 
made good by the United States. We have been 
liberal in our charity in all cases, but this should 
not become less necessary, Thanks to the more 
promising crops, all the world can now help in 
this charity. The good harvests everywhere will 
go a long way towards restoring the world to 
normal. And this wiil be of benefit to all. 
Abundant food supplies for a world, much of 
which has been on slim rations for several years, 
will be of greater benefit to the human family 
than any statistical study of the subject can pos­ 
sibly show. It should improve the vitality of peo­ 
ple brighten their outlook upon life and make 
them more fit and ready to labor. It will remove 
much of the gloom which still overhangs larp 
sections of the race. That is one side of it. The 
other side is A hat the production of abundant 
food crops this year will mean the saving of in­ 
calculable sums of money to the people of fhe 
world, thus enabling them to pay more on their 
debts and to invest more in industry and com­ 
merce than they would otherwise have to spend. 
It is out of the bosom of the earth that man 
gets his living and the substance which 
makes 
him prosperous and enables him to be a progres­ 
sive creature. That is a rule that has never been 
abrogated.—Montgomery Advertiser.
